IRRIGATION IN EGYPT 


N an el.iboia.te letter to the convention of the Missouri 


Pemocratu Pi ess Association at Kansas City, W. R. 


Heir«i \eiy tlearly points out that theie are different 
kinds of those lombmations of i-apital which are popularly 
denomm iti'd 'Trusts." some being perfectly legitimate, 
whili otheis are ' get-i lih-quick" concerns both specula- 
tive and monopolist!) 
in chancier. 
This distinction is 


well t iki n and should be kept ever in view. 


It i mnot with stnct piopri^ty be said that there are 


'Vooil tuists" and ' b,id trusts." for, as the term is popular- 
ly undi rstood. all tiusts are formed for the purpose of 
monoiioli7ins and controlling *ome industry or business, 
i\nd i onsequontly all "Irusts" are bad. But it is obvious 
that many business undertakings require large capital for 
their sui i essful prosecullon 
"'he operation of a railroad, 


or a line of ocean steamers, or the working of an exten- 
sive factory or great mines usually needs more capital 
than one man can command. Hence it become necessary 
to form partnerships and coi porations, thus securing a 
sufficiency of capital to carry on the work effectively. To 
attempt to prevent such combinations would be to apply a 
brake to the wheels of indust-lal progress, and so far as 
the attempt wan successful, it would bring Injury to the 
toiling masses on every hand. 


But when-the stronger of these combinations crowd 


the weaker ones to the wall and absorb their business, 
or when the different corporations voluntarily combine 
for the purpose of absolutely controlling certain Industries 


W 


HAT can be accomplished for a. country by means 
of intelligent storing of its natural resources, haa 


been illustiated in the ancient country of the Pharaohs. 
Epypl was oni e the granary of the civilized world. But 
the country vvas permitted to fall into ruins, like the rest 
of Turkish domain, until Great Britain undertook to look 
after its interests. I'nder this regime, it is well advanced 
toward ils ancient prosperity. 


Last year the dam at Assouan was completed. The 


river Nile, when permitted to empty its waters into the sea 
without human interference, made rather a small strip 
of territory productive. 
The entire strip, including the 


delta was not more than 10,500 square miles. But the dam 
at Assouan has added 20' per cent to this cultivable area. 
The works for iriigation saved the country from bank- 
ruptcy by de\ eloping a cotton crop worth $50,000,000 a 
year. 
\ 


This Assouan dam has, according to the accounts pub- 


lished, created a lake about three times the area of lake 
Geneva, in Switzerland, at an actual cost of about >12,- 
500,000. Lord Cromer reports that it will Increase the 
earning povvet of Egypt fully $13,000,000 annually, which 
means that it will pay for itself every twelve months. 
This great reseivoir will permit the irrigation of 1,800,000 
acres, and will bring additional revenue to the Egyptian 
government, in shape of land taxes, .of $1,900,000 per year. 
This great dam is a mile and a. quarter long; its thick- 
ness at its deepest part in eighty-two feet, tapering to 
twenty-three feet at the top. The height is 131 feet. The 
maximum "heau" of the Impounded water is sixty-five feet, 
and whjen the dam is full the volume of water is calculated 
at 234.30H Oilli.nOO gallons. 


This is a pi-eat object lesson to the United tales. And 


it should be a le&»on to other countries, too. It is clearly 
not necessary to fight for the expansion of territory, as 
long as pmpiies tan be create- of the material already ex- 
lant in all pails of the world. The I'nited Stales has en- 
len-d upon nrigiition schemes on a large scale. From 
Kuvpt an nlei may be formed of Ihe \ast additions to the 
national wealth, that v> ill come from these schemes, when 
i.lined out a< cording to the intention.—Deseret News.
